Editorial Comment 


SIERRA ROADS AND WILDERNESS 


Strong support, we feel, should be directed toward construc- 
tion of a trans-Sierra highway as an extension of highway 190; 
the route should be “alternate C" as shown on the above map 
of route studies made by the California Highway department. 

And just as strong support, we feel, should be directed to- 
ward making this highway the southern boundary of a Sierra wild- 
erness area, or some other type of area that would eliminate fur- 
ther roads. 

“Alternate C" happens to be the least expensive proposal 
for a trans-Sierra highway; this highway would be located at ele- 
vations suitable for all-year travel with a minimum of winter work; 
it would pass through mountain country suitable for recreation 
development, and it would provide a needed route between the 
Owens valley and the San Joaquin valley. 

From the standpoint of Porterville and other Tulare county 
cities, there is no question about the economic advantages to ex- 
tension of highway 190 across the Sierra. 

As for the wilderness area north of 190, such a designation 
would preserve a roadiess area of considerable size, extending 
north to the south line of Sequoia National park. We would like 
pa the west boundary of the area include the Little Kern wa- 


If the proposed southern route for 190 was developed across 
the Sierra,,and the wilderness area established to the north, we 
believe a most practical compromise would be reached between 
those interests that favor a trans-Sierra highway, and those that 
visualize the Sierra as only an area for the horseman and the 
back-packer. 

We hope that organized sportsmen groups, chambers of 
commerce, and other organizations, continue to support such a 


plan.

Chief Ranger Peter H. Schuft has 
announced that the fire seagon in 
Sequoia and Kings Canyon Na- 
tional parks has officially begun. 

The potential is present for a 
dangerous fire season as late 
spring rains have produced a 
heavy growth of grass in the low- 
er elevations, and more than a 
million visitors are expected to 
‘ome to these two parks during 
1965, Schuft states. About one- 
half of the park fires last year 
were man-caused and could have 
been prevented. - 

Park visitors ure required to ob- 
serve the “No Smoking” restric- 
tion while traveling in the parks 
during the summer fire season. 
This applies to the park lands be- 
low the 6,000 foot elevation, ex- 
cept at designated parking and 
camping areas. 

Automobile fires, stated Mr. 
Schuft, are another potentially dan- 
gerous fire hazard on the steep 
grades leading into and out of the 
parks. Brake trouble and trans- 
mission fires can be prevented by 
using “low range’ or “low gear”’ 
to ascend long- steep grades.
